An Incident Showing the Czar’s 
Unwillingness to Go to War 
With Germany. 


Russia and England Believed to 
Be Silent Partners in the 
Triple Alliance. 


Foreigners in Danger at Constantinople 
India, Egypt and Portions of Asia as 
Producers of Cotten—The Czarewitch's 
Coming Nuptials—How English Poli-

Loxpox, May 10.—Capt. Schmidt, formerly 
of the Russian service, but henceforth, it is to 
be presumed, a German pensioner, may thank 
the inflexibility of the German Ambassador to 
Russia that he isnot now on his way to Si- 
berla. Noone doubts that the plans ofthe 
Cronstadt fortifications, found in his posses- 
sion, were intended forthe use of the Berlin 
War Office, andno member of the numerous 
family of Schmidt ever had a narrower es- 
cape from a fate worse than death than the 
officer in question. The German Government, 
thus much may ‘be sald to its credit, would 
not abandon him, and no more striking proof 
ofthe Czar’s unwillingness or unreadiness to 
go to war with Germany can be given than the 
reluctant release of Schmidt, who was un- 
doubtedly guilty of treason of the worst 
kind. 

AN ASSURANCE OF PEACE. 
Politicians are asking themselves whether 
the Triple Alliance may not include for de- 
fensive purposes, at least, Russia and En- 
gland. The aid of England’s fleet in the 
Mediterranean may be regarded as assured, 
and tnere seems to be no doubt that the mar- 
riage of the Czarewitch to Princess Margaret 
of Prussia will soon take place, all the differ- 
ence of religion to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. That this alliance isa settled project of 
the Ozar is well known. The Ozarewitch is 
said on good authority to be at icast 
indifferent tothe mpptiais and the fighting 
element lu the Russian army looks with dis- 
gust upon the new assurance of peace. 

FOREIGNERS IN DANGER. 
Foreigners in Constantinople have been 
warned to keep in the European quarter, the 
military and populace being intensely exas- 
perated atthe disappearance of four Turkish 
soldiers who committed an Indeserfbabie out - 
rage upon a German sailor. The German Am- 
bassador, Von Radowitz, threatened to de- 
mand his passports unless the perpetrators 
were suitably punished. Ascordingly the 
soldiers mysteriously disappeared. The regi- 
ment to which the soldiers were attached be- 


came mutinous in consequence and has been 
sent to the interior. 

OTTON-GROWING COUNTRIES. 
Experiments are being made with American 
cotton seed -in Turkestan, and the Russian 
government is prepared to enter upon its 
cultivation on a large scale should the results 
prove favorable. In Lower Russia, too, the 
cultivators have been ordered to plant the 
seed and report results to the Minister of the 
Interior. here seems to be no reason why 
India, Egypt and many portions of Asia 
should not perfect the staple and Russia and 
England appear to be willing to spend any 
amount of money to produce it in satisfactory 
quantities within their own domipions. 


Must Go te the Guillotine. 


Paris, May 10.—Jean Vodable, a Paris car- 
ter, wastriedin the Paris Assizes yesterday 
and sentenced to death for a most revolting 


crime. Vodable used to live with Pauline 
Malfilatre, a scavenger. After three years’ 
abuse she refusedto have anything more to 
do with him. Un the morning of November 
80 Mme. Malfilatre found Vodable in her apart- 
ments. He urged ber to resume their former 
relations, swearing he would hang bimself if 
she didnot. She allowed him to spend the 
day in the house as a compromise. Mme. 
Malfllatre bad a daughter, Alexandrine, 
aged 12 years, whom she supposed to 
be at school as usual. hen the 
girl did not return inthe evening she became 
alarmed and sought her, but to no purpose. 
She spent the night with Vodabie, and after 
he had left in the morning she saw something 
lying under the bed which attracted her at- 
tention. She looked closer. It was her 
daughter. Vodabie was arrested and ad- 
mitted his guilt. His relation ot the details 
was horrible. He sald: I found Alexandrine 
getting ready to go to school, and asked her 
about visits paid to her mother. She said she 
she could tell me nothing, as it was not her 
business. ‘If you don’t tell me I’ll wring 
your neck.’ I took her and wrung her 
neck.

Curious Sequel to the Passage of 
the Bill Placing the General on 
the Retired List. 


A Leng-Standing Error Corrected by the 
Comptroller ef the Treasury—Rear Ad- 
miral Walker’s Mission in South Amer- 
joan Waters—Nominations Sent to the 
8 ef Democratic Sen- 
ators—The McCalla Court-Martial— 
Senator Stewart on the Silver Ques 
tion—Sherman’s Persistence—The Army 
Appropriation Bill Passed—Washing- 
ton News. 
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WaSHINGTON, D. O., May 10.—A most 
curious incident illustrative of delay in cor- 
recting official mistakes in the departments at 
Washington has just come to light as a 
sequence of the passage of the bill placing 
Jobn Fremont upon the retired list of the 
army with the rank of Major-General, The 
first Republican candidate for the Presideney 
is a most picturesque patriarch, 71 
years old, and has been for years 
in circumstances if not of actual 
poverty, at least straitened. In 1848, when a 
Lieutenant in the army he seized and pela 
with an iron grasp the region which is now 
the State of California, and no one denies that 
the nation is indebted to him for that gilded 
member of the sisterhood. While engaged in 
this service Lieut. Fremont’s accounts with 
the government were left in such a state that 
he has always been regarded as an oficial 
debtor to the government to the 
amount of $19,000, and it has 
deen one of the chief sorrows of 
Gen. Fremont’s later years that he was unable 
to square this balance against him, the record 
of which was in the office of the Third Auditor 
of the Treasury. The other day Gen. Fremont 
called at the office of Second Comptroller 
Gilkerson of the Treasury, whose business it 
would beto passupon the balance against 
him. The old man, in trembling tones, 
stated to Col. Gilkerson that his financial 
circumstances are such that if his salary 
as a retired Major-General were retained 
to meet this alleged shortage he would be for 
some time in actual want. At bis request the 
Second Comptroller investigated the accounts 
and, greatly to his surprise, discovered that, 
instead of Gen. Fremont being a debtor to the 
United States, the Government bad actually 
owed him for over forty years $21,000. The 
records were perfectly -clear, 5 
proven beyond dispnte that through a 
mistake in bookkeeping Lieut. Fremont had 
been charged with $19,000 for which a 
voucher was on file, and that by another cler- 
ical error be had not been credited with a 
voucher for $21,000 which he had expended 
under the direction ofthe War Department. 
When Gen. Fremont called again to ask Col. 
Gllkerson whether some arrangement might 
be made to pay his supposed indebtedness by 
installments, be was so unprepared for the 
giad news awaiting him that he fainted. Yes- 
terday a warrant for the amount due him was 
made out, duly approved and signed.

THE COTTON CROP. 


Returns to the Agricultural Department 
Showing Condition ef the Plant. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10.—The statisti- 
cal returns of the Department of Agriculture 
for May relative to cotton, report the pro- 
gress of planting and conditions affecting 
seeding and germination. Planting is late, 
except in the Carolinas. In Georgia it is 
scarcely up to the average at this date, the 


delay being caused by drought, difficulty 
of plowing and slow germination. From Ala- 
bama westward, serious delays have occurred 
from excessive rains, overflow of bottom 
lands and floods from the rise of great rivers, 
Replanting is necessary where the seed has 
rotted in the ground. Great scarcity of seed 
is reported in parts of Tennessee. 

Usually nearly seven-eighths of the cotton 
area is seeded before the close of April. This 
year only three-fourths has been planted. The 
proportions in the several States are reported 
as follows: Virginia, 55 per cent; 
South Carviina, 86; Florida, 86; Ala- 
baina, 85; Mississippi, 65 ; Louist- 
ana, 70; Texas, 76; Arkansas, 60; 
Tennessee, 57; North Carolina, 77; average, 
75.8 per cent. In the Mississippi River bottom 
lands the fear of floods, as welt as actual 
overflows, prevents planting, wnich will be 
actively pushed as the waters subside and the 
danger becomes less imminent.

City Register Wherry and Inspeo- 
tor of Weights and Measures Haley 
ere at present giving their atten. 
tion to the owners of private scales 
who do public r , and complaints have 
been made that the o ance reguiating the 
management of these scales was — re 

ly violated, in so much that coal and hog 

calers who owned them made a practice of 

using them for weighing the materials they 
sold to their patrons. 

The ordinance regulating these scales reads 
as follows: 

Ev person, whomsoever, interested as 
| stock bolder or owner in whole or in part in 

&ny private scale, licensed to do public 
Weighing in the city of st. Louls, shall file 
with the Register a written statement, verified 
by his affidavit, of his quantity or amount of 
stock or ownership in such scales; whether 
he deals in the buying or selling ot hay or 
stone coal, or is interested in any way, direct- 
ly or indirectly, in sueh buying or selling, 
except for his own private family use, 
and in case of fallure or refusal 
to comply with the provisions of this section, 
the owners of such scales shall be deemed to 
have forfeited the authority granted them, 
and the powers under which said scales are 
authorized to do 1 * weighing shall de ab- 
solutely revoked, and all weighing done 
thereat, thereafter, illegal, and every person 
issuing certificates of weighing, or offering 
hay or stone coal for sale, with certificates 
fro the forfeited seaies, or the weigttr 
thereof, shali be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, be fined 
as provided in section one thousand five hun- 
dred and ninety.’’ 

Though this ordinance has been in force for 
years, the persons it was intended to regulate 
never observed its provisions to the extent of 
making a return to the Register. About a 
week ago Register Wherry sent out notices to 
the weighers affected by it,and the returns are 
now coming in his office. Some of them show 
that this ordinance and others bearing on the 
same subject are being violated, and Register 
Wherry will very probably take steps to have 
the licenses revoked. 


The New City Hall. 


Mayor Noonan, Counselor Bell and George 
R. Mann, one of the new City Hall archi- 
tects, . held a consultation in the 
Mayor’s officethis morning to decide upon 


what time to commence the work. Mr. Mann 
stated thatthe plans were about completed, 
andthat all the drawings and estimates for 
the piling and foundation were ready. He 
estimated that the excavation, piles and 
masonry for the foundation would cost not 
less than $100,000. The specifications call for 
Arkansas cypress for the iles. These 
will be driven over

No conclusion was reached as tothe time for 
turning over the matter to the Board of Public 
Improvements, which will have the letting of 
the contracts in charge. It is hardly probable, 
however, that the board will take any action 
until after the election of Col. Flad’sjsuccessor. 


More Serlous Than They Suppose. 


City Counselor Bell, speaking of the wran- 
gle in the Municipal Assembly over the tem- 
porary appropriation bill, this morning, said 
the position taken by the Council was unques- 


tlonably correct. The House inaists on ap- 
propriating funds to make up deficits 
in the House of Refuge, La- 
fayette Park and other departments, 
whiie the Council refuses to concur 
in such amendments to the bill on the ground 
that the heads of such departments had no 
authority to overuntheirappropriations. Mr. 
Beli said that the charter gave the right tothe 
Mayor and Municipal Assembly exclusively to 
appropriate funds from the city treasury and 
that no head of any otber depart- 
ment consequently had such a 
privilege. When a ‘department 
expended more than its allowance it assumed 
the power of appropriating money which it 
did not possess. He added that the heads of 
departments were guilty of overrunning their 
allowances and were placing themselves in a 
position to be removed from office. The of- 
fense was serious enough in his opinion to 
waraant such action.

CLAIMS TO BE MES, LOGAN’S SISTER, 


Mrs. Mitchell, a Destitute Widow, Tells a 
Peculiar Story in the Mayor’s Office, 


In a small and rather poorly furnished room 
over a stable and carriage-house in the rear 
of No. 200 South Sixteenth street there lives a 
woman who claims to be a sister of Mrs. Gen. 
John A. Logan. The occupant ofthe humble 
quarters in the loftofthe carriage-house has, 
from all accounts, experienced nothing but a 
series of misfortunes since her childhood. 


She is 44 years of age and earns a 
secant livélihood by canvassing for 
acorset manufacturing frm. Her name is 
Mra. Amanda Mitchell and she has been a 
widow forthe past five years. She has, ac- 
cording to her statement, five ehildren, all of 
whom are living. Two of thém are young 
men, both married and living at present on 
farms in Williamson County, in the southern 
of lilinois. They are children by her 
marriage. and are named 
Fulcher. The others are girls, aged 
18, 13 and 4 years respectively. 
The quarters now occupied by Mrs. Mitchell 
were furnished for her by Mrs. Benjamin Let- 
son. Yesterday Mrs. Letson calied at the 
Mayor’s office and applied for transportation 
for Mrs. Mitchell and her three daughters to 
Marion, Williamson County, III. Mrs. Letson 
said that Mrs. Mitchell was a younger sis- 
ter of Mrs. Gen. Logan. 

Mrs. Mitchell was questioned by Sergt. Mc- 
Grew and insisted that if she could reach 
Williamson Oounty she could find old resi- 
dents of that place to furnish the proofs that 
she was a sister of Gen. Logan’s widow. 
Sorgt. McGrew replied that if she was a sister 
of Mrs. Logan that lady was abundantly abie 
to give her the assistance asked and that in 
view of such circumstances it would be hardly 
fair to let ner draw on the coffers of the city. 

A Tosr-DisrATORH reporter called at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Letson this morning and inet 
Mrs. Mitchell justasshe was about to start 
out on a canvassing trip. She is about 44 years 
of age, tall and slenderly built, and her 
pinched and wan features bear evidence that 
she has seen misfortune and pain. At first she 
did not feel disposed to tell her story. 
Mrs. Letson said the ey told was substan- 
tially the same as she had given it to her, 
Mrs. Mitchell sald: I was born in Williamson 
County, III., 44 years ago. When I was an in- 
fant my mother died and I was given toa 
family named Crouch. I remained with them 
in ignorance of my identity until Il was nearly 15 

ears of age and then I married a man mamed 
Levi Fuleber. Up to tais time I thought I was 
one ofthe Crouch family. When I married, 
they told me my name was Amanda Rodgers 
and not Crouch and that I was a sister of Mrs. 
Logan. While Iwas living with this family 
my sister Mary was married to John A. Logan. 
This was before the war and Mr. 
Logan was then aA poor man. 
Mr, Fulcher died after the warand I married 
David Mitchell. My relations opposed the 
marriage, butI had my own way and became 
his wife. We went to Osceola, Miss., and 
remained there until about five years ago, 
when my husband's health broke down and 
we conciuded tocome here. We lived in Ca- 
rondelet for awhile and it was there he died. 
Iwas left penniless, and since then I have 
been having a very difficult time trying to 
get along. Two years ago, I became desper- 
ute and wrote a letter to my sister, Mrs. 
Logan, and she wrote back, saying that she 
did not know meandthat I ought to get a 
startas she did—by working for it. am 
sorry 1 did not save this letter so I could 
show itto you. From what the Crouches and 
others told me before I left Southern Illinois, 
Iam certain that Mrs. Logan is my sister. 
I also learned that Thomas Logan, the dead 
General’s brother, married my aunt. The 
Crouches are dead but there are others over 
there who will prove my claims. It I could 
get over there with my children, Ithink 1 
could recover some property that 
was left dy m foster-father and my 
first husband. property was sold 
for taxes. 

None of Mrs. Mitchell’s neighbors are suf- 
ficiently posted on the early history of Mrs. 
Logan to pass on the credibility of her story.

MARYVILLE, Mo., May 10.—About 4:30 
yesterday afternoon a deep dark 
bank of clouds was seen hovering just west of 
the city. Hail fell and torrents of rain with 
gusts of high wind.

THE OLIVE STREET MURDER, 


George L. Cruze Bound Over for the Killing 
of Henry Dozier, 


Late yesterday afternoon in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Judge Campbell held 
George L. Cruze to the Grand-jury on the 
charge of murder in the first degree. The 
State was unable to present any evidence di- 
rectly implicating George M. Tandy in the 
shooting, and the co-defendant was accord- 
ingly discharged. 

About 10 o’clock on the morning of Satur- 
Gay, February 15, last, Cruze, Tandy and 
one Eb Green, all colored, engaged a colored 
porter named Henry Dozier in conversation 
in frontof the residence of Mrs. Hayes, on 
Olive street between T'wenty-second and 
Twenty-third, where Dozier was employed. 
Cruze struck Dozier with a stick and Dozier 
chased his assailant across the street with 
a broom which he nad in his band 
atthe time. Cruze drew a revolver and shot 
Dozier through the heart. 

All of the fellows escaped at the time. Two 
days later Detectives Frese and Ziegier ar- 
rested Cruge and Tandy on descriptions which 
had been furnished them. Green has nevor 
vet been found. 

A clear case was made against Cruze yester- 
Gay and he washeid. Theman Jonn Quin- 
lan, who at the Coroner's ingnest 
testified that ten minutes before the killing 
took place he had stood at the corner of 
Twenty-third and Olive streets, and heard 
Tandy tell Cruse to hit him with the stick, 
and if he gets back at you let him have it out 
of your gun, could not be produced in court 
and Tandy was discharged. The officials think 
ae have located Quinlan, however, and will 
enceavorto have him give his testimony 
before the Grand-jury, when the case against 
Cruze is beard.

Lotteries and Prohibition Befere the u- 
preme Body of the M. E. Church South 
4 Chance fer Another Struggle Over the 
Rights of the Laity—The Ministers In-

There was the usual large gathering of spec- 
tators inthe galleryand in the rear ofthe 
auditorium of Centenary Methodist Episcopal 
Church this morning whenthe General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South assembled. This is the fourth day of 
the Conference, which will, it is expected, 
occupy more than two weeks to complete. 
All the bishops were on the platform, and 
Rev. David J. Waller, the British fraternal 
delegate eat with them. 

Rev. A. H. Mitchell of Alabama conducted 
the religious services. Heread the fifth chap- 
ter of Hebrews, the delegates sang the hymn, 
Lord, we come before Thee now. 

Dr. Mitchell led in prayer. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were 
read and then Bishop Granberry, who had 
been presiding, retired from tlie chair and 
was succeeded by Bishop R. K. Hargrove. 
Bishop Galloway, who hed been a fraternal 
delegate to the General Conference of the M. 
E. Church in Canada, made a report of his 
visit to the conference. The bishop was cor- 
dially received and resolutions expressing 
good feeling for the Southern Methodists were 
reported. 

The Standing Committee on Missions re- 
ported adversely on memorial from Virginia 
toso amend the constitution of the Board of 
Missions to provide for a sustenation fund. 
The ground ofthe adverse report was that the 
object of the memorial had been accom- 
plished, 

The Committee on Itinerancy reported ad- 
versely on a memorial of J. E. Mann and W. 
R. Odell to so change the discipline that trav- 


eling preachers might be ordained after two 
years’ probation instead ofshree years as at 
present. The report was adopted. 

A delegate from Mississippi introduced a 
memorial for deaconesses in connection with 
the work of the Board of Missions. 

A flippant delegate suggested reference of 
the memorial to the Committee on Itinerancy 
and having made the suggestion stuck to it. 
He was not supported by the conference and 
the memorial went tothe Committee on Ke- 
visals. 

Though there has been and is a strong sen- 
timent in the church against the admission of 
women to preach, women havefor a long 
time been engaged in missionary work. A 
woman is atthe head of au important branch 
of this work, and itis believed that the au- 
thorization of an order of deaconesses will be 
agreed to. 

THE HOME MISSIONARY WORK 

of the church has been hampered seriously 
by lack of residences for pastors sent to new 
stations. The Women’s Auxiliary of the 
Board of Missions, of which Lucinda B. Helm 
is the Secretary, has the work of providing 
such residences in ite charge. This morning, 
Miss Helm issued the tollowing appeal which 
refers to this matter. ; 

It westward the tide of empire rolls, those 
who would be ‘‘fishers of men’’ must follow 
in its wake. The incessant call for more 
laborers in the West should arouse the church 
to new activity. It should stir the hearts of 
our young preachers to go to the front, and 
offer their lives for this hardest of missionary 
service. 

The West is filling up with people from all 
parts ot the world; and to carry the gospel 
there is literally to go unto all nations. A 
pastor ina Western Conference says: My 
congregation is composed of five nationali- 
ties. The many thousands of Chinese to be 
found in Californiaand eleewhere demand of 
us Chinese missions in America. 

The aggressive policy of the Mormons 
should be met with Christian activity. Oom- 
passion for the ignorant Mexican; pity for the 
Indian captives so long subject to cruel in- 
justice and criminal negiect, and natural in- 
terest in our own people who have gone 
there, should secure the thoughtful attention 
of eyery Christian man and woman to the call 
for more laborers in the West. 
Rev. George Needham came 
conferences and in person ple#ded for more 
mento de sent to Denver Conference. The 
call for more men and means to strengthen 
our church on the Pacific has been repeatedly 
made through the church papers. Rev. J. C. 
Morris writes:

They are ‘‘ready’’ to go, but 
there are ‘‘no houses“ even to rent, or if 
houses be found thereis no ability to meet 
the high rent. Shall we not promise these 
men who are called, and ‘‘are ready, that if 
ps! ay go we will dulld the homes they

DIED IN POVERTY. 


The History of an Heiress to an Estate 
Worth $10,000,000. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCRH. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 10.—An heiress to 
several million doliars, who had been de- 
prlved of her fortune by ber brother and had 
lived for seventy-five years in poverty, 
trouble anda broken heart, with none but 
charitable friends to attend her in her last 
moments, although she has rich relatives 
here, died yesterday. The lady is Henriette 


Girard, nlece of Etienne Girard, founder of 
the Girard College, and sister of Auguste 
Girard. Under the will of a Mrs. Videli, a 
member of the Girard family who died in this 
city many years ago, Henriette Girard, her 
sister, and ber brother Auguste were joint 
heirs to a fortune estimated at from $5,0u0,000 
to $10,000,000, but none of them were to come 
into possession of the property until they be- 
came ofage. All of them then lived in Paris. 
Auguste, who was of age, forthwith came to 
this city and took possession of the estate of 
which be was made executor until his sisters 
obtained their majority. He married here. 
When his sisters became of age they called 
upon him for their shares of the estate, but to 
all their appeals he turned a deaf ear and re- 
mained in sole possession. Finally, he died, 
and to their astonishment tney found that in 
his will he claimed the entire estate as hisown 
and bequeathed the whole of it to his wife, 
who lives at No. Green street. 

About three years ago Henriette, after say- 
ing, with her sister, a email amount of money, 
came here to sue Auguste’s widow for their 
share, and the litigation has been going on 
ever since, no decision having yet been 
reached. Her money became exhausted, and 
finally she went to live with the family ofa 
saloon keeper named Henri Poujette, at No. 
9 North Eleventh street, where she occupied 
a garret room, scantily furnished, and where 
for nineteen months she subsisted on the 
charity of friends. And there she died yestor | 
day morning iu abject poverty, though right- 
fully heiress to two or three million dollars. 

The French society bere will send the body 
to France, as her relatives here refuse to con- 
tribute toward the necessary expense. 

This isthe story as told to-day by the man 
who had sheltered her.

A few minutes before 10 o’clock 
Rich sturted for home. Some distance from 
the mill while ona steep hill, be saw Mrs. 
Mason ahead of him in the road. She awaited 
his approach, and, according to all accounts, 
upon reaching the place, he stopped the 
horses and jumped from his carriage to see 
what she had to say. 

Curse vou, she exciaimed, ‘‘I have 
wanted to shoot you fora long time, and now 
lam going to do it.“ 

THE SHOOTING. 

Rich had no time to reply, for as she spoke 
she quickly drew a revolver from a fold in her 
dress, and fired straightathis head. The 
shot passed through his underlip, and mouth, 
lodging inthe back part ot his head. Very 
pear the spot lives the Parker family, in 
which there are two men, several years the 
junior of Rich. They were in their orchard at 
the time and the sound of the revolver caused 
them to look up. They saw the man and 
woman facing each other in the road. 
Rich vaulted over the fence into the 
feild and ran towards the Parker house, 
closely pursued by the furious woman, The 
Parker boys started for themonarun. The 
moment that the woman caught sight of the 
Parkers, she turned and ran back to the car- 
riage and drove to the Parker house, arriv- 
ing in the door yard just as Rich entered it 
with the young men. Rich’s first exclama- 
tion was: 

Lam shot boys, and want you to carry me 
to Winterport.’’ 

„It hot you,“ cried the woman, and I in- 
tended to kill you, and now I will blow your 
head off.’’ 

As she said this she brandished the revol- 
ver, and jumped from the wagon. One ofthe 
Parkers excitedly said: Tou raise your 
band and I'll knock h out of you. 

At this moment Rich, who was standing 
near, seized the revolver and wrenched it 
from the hrnds of the crazed woman. Mrs. 
Masonthen beat a hasty retreat, and Rich 
Was soon afterward taken to his home. The 
woman returned to Frankfort. She remained 
about her house all the afternoon yosterday, 
greatly agitated, as the enormity of her of- 
fense gradually dawned upon her. She 
talked freely and said that Rich deserved be- 
ing killed, for he had been the means of sep- 
aruting her from her husband, and had prom- 
ised again and again to marry her and then 
refused to keep his word. She wanted to be 
his wife, and was exasperated at his refusal. 

THE ACT PREMEDITATED. 

At first it was supposed that the shooting 
was done in the heat of passion, but it was as- 
certained yesterday thatthe woman had on 
several occasions within the last two weeks 
asked a driver of the Belfast stage to buy a 
revolver for her. He refused to do s, but 
that she succeeded in getting the weapon 
waa proved by yesterday’s events. As soon 
as Rich reached his bome, an unsuccessful 
effort was made to extract the ball. He was 
inastuporall yesterday, and his physician 
gives little hope of his recovery. 3 that 
the prisoner has escaped, the police are try- 
ing to find her, although no warrant for her 
arrest has been sworn out.

„Bronze Co. s works in 
West Sixteenth street, 
yesterday afternoon, and although the bronze 
made a great sputter and stew about it, ex- 
perts were sure it was a good job and that the 
casting will be found perfect when it has been 
cooled enough to be uncovered. A hundred 
or 80 persons witnessed the casting. J. O. A. 
Ward, the sculptor who modelled the statue, 
was one of them. Col. Wm. 0. 
Beecher represented the Beecher family. 
The Rev. Dr. Abbott and a number of Ply- 
mouth Church people, with most of the mem- 
bers of the Statue Fund Committee, were also 
there, accompanied by thirty or forty ladies. 
The head for the statue had already been cast 
and was on exhibition. Every one except 
Col. Beecher declared that it was a marvel- 
ously excellent and accurate piece of work. 
Col. Beecher seemed disappointed Because it 
could not talk, 

PREPARING POR THE CAST. 

While the vigitors were inspecting the head 
apicturesque gang ot workmén who talked 
French and wore biouses were poking with 
long iron bars through flery holes in the floor 
of the foundry. Jets of red, white and green 
flame followed their poking. There were nine 
holes and in each of them a 
crucible filled with bronze had been kept 
red-bot since Thursday evening. Seven of 
the crucibles held from 400 to 450 pounds 
each; the other two were smaller. In all, about 


thirty-five bundred to four thousand pounds 
of metal was boiling in the furnace beneath 
tne foundry floor. At 4: *clock the small- 
est workman in the gan ppeared, with his 
legs to the hips and his hands and arms to 
the shoulders muffled in loose folds of carpet. 
With huge tongs be pushed and pulled the 
heavy iron lids of the firey holes to and fro, 
so that the men with bars could poke the coals 
loose from the red hot cracibies on every side. 
Ine arm of a huge erans was swung around and 
a big pair of many tingered tongs lowered 
into one of the flery holes, and in a moment 
there appeared the open top of a crucible 
fast in the fingers of thetongs. It was shaped 
like a nall keg, only twice as big. One by one 
the cruicibles were raisea and thelr contents 
spilled into a huge iron pot which stood at one 
end of the big massive frame holding the 
mold intu which the metal wasto be poured. 
Brilllant freworks were incidental to this pro- 
ceeding. 
POURING IN THE METAL. | 

Meantime a dozen men had clambored upon 
the scxffolds about the iron framework, while 
others were raking a flery scum from the top 
of the iron pot to the ground. In 
1 moment the crane had lifted the 

ot and hung it balanced over the mold. 

en seized long arms on either side and 
tipped it carefully. Ari ot fire ran over the 
edge and splashed upon the dark sand of the 
mould. The streameniarged until in a mo- 
ment it was a river, shooting out jets of fla me 
and smoke. From a little hole in front of the 
mold shot outa thin stream of fire as intense 
as an electric light. The little man in the 
side-room watched it eagerly. It came from 
the vent bole, and so long as it was strong 
and steady he knew thatall was going weil in 
the interior of the mold. The steady 
flow of the steam had lasted 
only a half minute when suddenly there 
was a frightfal glare, fame and smoke 
seemed to envclop the whole mold and great 
splashes vivid color flashed through the 
air and fell on the ground. The workmen 
sprang away and tumbled to the ground 
with their clothing all in a blaze. Tho scaf- 
foldings caught fire and biazed fiercely. The

andthe men awong the spectators tried to 
run. All that hed happened was that the 
mold had been filled a little quicker than 
was expected and there had been an over. 
flow, and a lot ot the molten metal sent fly- 
ing about too promiscuousty for the personal 
comfort of those near. The blazing ecaffolds 
were quickly extinguished and the work- 
men were found to have escaped any 
more serious injury than burne on the 
face and hands, which are not serious inocl- 
dents in a foundryman's life. The statue can- 
not be uncovered for séveral days yet. The 
hand holding the well-known slouch hat of 
the preacher has still to be cast. When its 
head is put upon the part cast made yester- 
day the whole statue will weigh about 3,500 
pounds and be 9 feet high. The total height 
with the pedestal will ben little less than 20 
feet. There will be a group of slaves and one 
of children, and other features in addition to 
the main statue.

SANTA FE, N. M., May 10.—The reign of ter- 
ror which has existed in Southern New Mexico 
for some time past terminated Thursday by the 
capture of the outlaws Lee White and Frank 
Cody. After the robbery at Lamy Junction 
Wednesday night, which resulted in the fatal 
wounding of A. Sayles, the outlaws made 
for San Pedro plaza. After remaining there a 


short time they started towards the mount- 
ains. The news of their outrages at Lamy 
reached San Pedro a short time after their de- 
parture, and a sse atonce organized and 
started in pursuit. Inashort time the trail 
was found and followed to a point nine miles 
from San Pedro in the Sandia Mountains. At 
this point the party discovered a man stand- 
ing beside a horse and holding a rifle. The 
pursuing party rode up and oommanded him 
to throw down his gun. He refused, when H. 
D. Benton began fring at him. Not until he 
had been shot at several times did he sur- 
render. He was relieved of his rifle and two 
revolvers. He proved to be Frank Cody, well 
known as one of the toughest characters inthe 
West. He was on guard when captured. White 
was asleep nearby. While the shooting was 
going on White ** into the mountains 
onfoot. He was followed a short distance 
but could not be found. The party then took 
their horses to San Pedro, where Cody was 
placed under guard. Fresh horses 
were secured aud the party started after 
White. Sheriff Cayeze and a number of men 
accompanied them. When in the vicinity of 
the San Dla Mountains, where White bad been 
lost, a man was sent ahead. He struck the 
trail and followed a short distance, when he 
found White ia the bottom of a gulch fast 
asleep with his gun across his breast. He 
awoke to find himself surrounded by armed 
men. He made no resistance and was taken 
to San Pedro, where he was shackled to Cody 
and both brought to Santa Fe.

SOME OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS GETTING 
TIRED OF FIGHTING, 


Director Walter McEntire Proposes the Ap- 

* pointmentof aConference Committe 
Probability That Mr. Jack PF. Richard- 
son Will Be Elected President of the 
Board — The Froebel Society’s Final 
Meeting of the Year. 


Now that the futility of obtaining an amica- 
ble settlement of School Board affairs by re- 
sorting to the courts has been demonstrated, 
some of the directors are seriously consider- 
ing the advisability of effecting a compromise. 
The business of the board has already been 
sadly neglected om account of the protracted 
wrangle to determine which faction was to 
have the supremacy, and unless the directors 
get to work soon ona barmonious basis, many 
are predicting scandalous developments. The 
contracts for the new school buildings, which 
have to be erected in time forthe opening of 
the next term, ought to have been given out 
some time ago, and there are many other 
important matters which oughtto have been 
acted on, but have received no attention. 
The situation in brief is such that some of the 
directors see the absolute necessity of forget- 
ting individual animosity for the public good. 
One of the directors who is in this frame of 
mind is Director Walter F. McEntire. 


morning, this fighting has gone far enough. 
We will have te call a halt. Asfarasiam 
personally concerned I am very much in favor 
of acompromise for the good of the schools. 
I have been a Millerite, although bitterly op- 
posed by the very same crowd of gentiemen
